ANNIVERSARIES

The second anniversary of the 
greatest Everglades disaster, the 
hurricane and flood of 1928, fell 
on Tuesday of this week, the 16th, 
and the fourth anniversary of the 
Moore Haven flood disaster was 
yesterday, the 18th. In homes and 
on the streets the anniversaries 
were recalled and commented up- 
on, and the memory tinged with 
depression, but there were no 
formal ceremonies of observance 
anywhere in the Everglades. 

‘There is a feeling of great relief 
asthe dates of the anniversaries 
Pass without. recurrence of a 
storm, but apprehension is not 
wholly laid, for it is recalled that 
it was on September 25 of lást 
year that a hurricane was forecast 
80 positively that practically all of 
the residents of the upper Glades 
left who could get away.
